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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  UCKFIELD  RURAL 

DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1947.  The 
report  is  prepared  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No.  170/47 
dated  31st  December,  1947. 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  is  13. 56,  as  compared  with  12.93  for  the  previous 
year  and  with  12.00  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  40.35,  which  compares  with  41.00  for  the 
country  as  a  whole. 

The  Diphtheria  Immunisation  Scheme  remains  as  described  in  the  Report 
for  1945,  and  continues  -to  make  satisfactory  progress. 

Of  the  2,162  children  in  the  one  to  five  years  age  group,  2,072  have  been 
immunised,  a  ratio  of  95.8  per  cent.  In  the  five  to  fifteen  years  age  group, 
5,147  children  from  a  total  of  5,254  on  the  register  have  been  immunised, 
making  97.9  per  cent. 

Since  July,  the  clerk  engaged  full-time  in  the  immunisation  scheme  has 
been  able  to  take  over  the  same  work  in  East  Grinstead,  in  preparation  for 
the  transfer  of  responsibility  to  the  East  Sussex  County  Council  in  July,  1948. 

No  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  during  the  year. 

The  incidence  of  measles  has  increased,  536  cases  being  notified.  This 
figure  does  not  represent  the  total  number  occurring  in  the  district,  head 
teachers’  returns  showing  that  a  much  larger  number  of  children  have  been 
absent  from  school  on  this  account.  The  epidemic  has  continued  in  1948, 
the  disease  being  mild  in  character,  and  in  many  cases  parents  have  not 
thought  medical  attention  to  be  required. 

Medical  practitioners  report  that  complications  are  unusual  and  that  there 
are  few  cases  of  secondary  infection. 

Only  three  cases,  one  an  adult,  were  admitted  to  hospital.  There  were 
no  deaths. 

During  the  outbreak  of  acute  anterior  poliomyelitis  in  the  country, 
seventeen  cases  and  one  case  of  polioencephalitis  were  notified  in  this  district. 
From  brief  details  of  the  cases  given  in  the  report  it  will  be  seen  that  in 
the  majority  no  source  of  infection  could  be  traced. 

Medical  practitioners  were  kept  informed  of  the  progress  of  the  epidemic, 
in  this  district  and  in  the  country  as  a  whole,  and  a  considerable  number 
of  suspected  cases  were  seen  in  consultation. 

A  leaflet  giving  advice  to  parents  was  issued  through  the  Citizens’  Advice 
Bureaux,  District  Nurses  and  chemists. 

There  were  no  cases  of  typhoid,  and  no  major  outbreaks  of  infectious 
disease. 

Only  twelve  patients  were  treated  for  scabies  at  East  Grinstead  cleansing 
station  during  the  year.  Seven  cases  were  treated  in  their  own  homes  by  a 
doctor  and  one  by  a  District  Nurse. 
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Insulin  was  supplied  free  to  four  patients  in  necessitous  circumstances, 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No.  2734  dated 
4th  January,  1943.  The  total  cost  amounted  to  £22  16s.  od. 

The  Rural  Housing  Survey  is  proceeding  and  during  the  year  335  dwelling 
houses  were  inspected,  making  a  total  since  the  commencement  of  the  survey 
in  August,  1944,  of  4,470. 

The  survey  will  be  completed  towards  the  end  of  1948.

FLY  INFESTATIONS. 

Throughout  the  past  winter  householders  from  all  over  the  district  have 
complained  that  flies  in  enormous  numbers  were  infesting  attics  and  roof 
spaces  ;  and  on  enquiry  it  was  found  that  the  infestations  were  occurring 
over  Sussex  and  adjoining  counties. 

The  flies  were  identified  as  of  the  species  Muse  a  Autumnalis.  This  fly, 
which  used  to  be  known  as  the  Raven  Fly,  lays  eggs  in  tiny  stalks  over  patches 
of  dung  in  the  fields.  The  larvae  feed  on  the  dung  and  eventually  pupate 
in  the  soil.  In  the  summer  months  the  adults  usually  associate  with  cattle 
and  horses  in  the  fields,  feeding  on  secretions  and  sweat.  In  the  autumn 
they  are  one  of  a  group  of  flies  which  tend  to  hibernate  in  the  cooler  parts 
of  human  dwelling  places.  The  choice  of  a  place  of  shelter  must  depend  on 
site  and  aspect,  but  why  one  house  should  be  selected  from  its  immediate 
neighbours  is  unknown  and  must  be  regarded  as  a  peculiar  misfortune.  In 
winter  the  flies  are  torpid  and  many  remain  undiscovered  ;  but  warmth,  either 
natural  or  artificial,  brings  them  to  life  and  great  concern  may  be  caused 
by  the  very  loud  buzzing  in  the  roof  space  and  later  by  clouds  of  flies  swarming 
over  the  tiles,  gardens  and  outbuildings,  or  hovering  over  the  house. 

Most  fortunately,  the  flies  have  been  found  not  to  molest  human  beings 
or  to  enter  inhabited  parts  of  the  house.  Food  is  not  contaminated  and  there 
is  no  menace  to  public  health.  But  it  is  necessary  to  deal  with  the  nuisance. 

It  is  obviously  not  possible  to  eliminate  the  breeding  places,  as  in  the 
case  of  the  house  fly,  and  it  is  not  practicable  to  kill  flies  swarming  over  the 
roofs  and  garden.  We  must  content  ourselves  with  killing  as  many  as  possible 
in  the  autumn  and  winter. 

When  the  flies  were  discovered  in  their  torpid  state,  they  could  be  picked 
up  in  a  vacuum  cleaner  and  burned.  In  a  livelier  state  they  had  first  to  be 
knocked  down  by  an  insecticidal  spray.  Usually  several  buckets  of  flies 
required  removal.  To  prevent  a  recurrence,  the  whole  surface  of  the  roof 
space,  including  the  floor  area,  was  sprayed  or  painted  with  a  five  per  cent, 
solution  of  D.D.T.  in  kerosene,  using  one  pint  per  100  square  feet.  This 
rendered  the  surface  lethal  to  flies  alighting  thereon,  the  effect  lasting  for  several 
weeks. 

D.D.T.  or  Gammexane  smoke  generators  were  also  effective,  and  a  more 
easily  applied  form  of  treatment  for  use  by  householders. 
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In  the  first  few  cases  of  infestation  reported  to  the  department,  help  was 
given  in  clearing  out  the  flies,  a  small  charge  being  made  for  time  and  materials 
used.  This  eventually  became  impracticable,  however,  on  account  of  the 
number  involved,  and  householders  were  given  advice  on  the  lines  stated. 

They  were  advised  also  to  clean  out  the  cold  water  supply  cistern,  flies 
having  gained  access  through  inadequate  covers  in  several  instances. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

Eleven  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  the  eradication  of  bed  bugs 
and  six  houses  were  disinfested  with  D.D.T.  solution.  The  work  of 
disinfestation  was  supervised  by  the  District  Sanitary  Inspectors.

A  f  ‘  public  health  need  ’  ’  was  established  in  each  case  and  negotiations 
are  in  progress  for  the  provision  of  water  mains  to  serve  these  areas. 

Forty-three  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  analysis  from  wells  and 
springs  supplying  private  dwelling  houses,  and  the  Public  Analyst  reported 
that  thirty-two  of  these  were  unsatisfactory.  In  twenty-two  cases  the  owners 
concerned  have  arranged  to  carry  out  the  necessary  improvements.  In  the 
remaining  ten  cases  no  action  has  been  taken  as  the  samples  were  taken  during 
the  water  surveys  previously  mentioned.
